Lock jaw, or tetanus, is a v ery 
serious disease caused by a tiny 
germ that look s lik e a stick with a 
ball on one end—something lik e a 
microscopic lollipop. Eh. Geo. W. 
Cox, state health offi:er, said. This 
ball is called a spore and it is the 
seed of the germ. 
Lock jaw germs 
are found in the soil, especially in 
manured soil of the barnyard o* 
garden; In blank cartridges; and 
in fact, just about ev erywhere. The 
germs grow best in wounds where 
there is considerable tissue destruc­ 
tion and in which chips of glass, 
wood splinters, or grains of dirt 
hav e been imbedded. 


lock jaw dev elop, it requires much 
antitoxin and entails great Expense; 
and ev en then not all cases can be 
sav ed.
